The 
ordinance applies particularly »to gro- 
ceries, meat markets, produce stores 
and other places of business 'to which 
flies are naturally attracted and from 
which they should be rigidly ezeiuded, 
as a health measure. 

A custom of this kind fput in force 
either by ordinance or by common 
consent, would piove its value in any 
city by keeping down the disease and 
mortality figures. We should "swat 
the fly" and "starve the fly.' but in 

any event we should keep the fly away 

from our daijy food.

At the regular ' monthly meeting of 
the Bourbon Fiscal Court yesterday 
the franchise oresented by the Central 
Kentucky ^Natural Gas Co.. grantinfr 
the use of the county roads to extend 
its pipe lines to Paris, was pMsed, 
and the proposition will go over sntil 
tbe nextlpieeting. 

Col. ;Tom Stewart, of Wiiiebe8t.er. 
repreneDtatife of the company, was 
before the coart yesterday and pre- 
sented the fraaehise which was alurg 
the same lines as that granted (by the 
Paris City Couneil, hot owing to the 
length of time given the body to con- 
sider the pvopositioB it was dee m eo 
advisable to table it tor the time at 
least There is no probability that the 
Fiscal Court will refuse to grant the 
franchise, the members seemingly 
being heartily in favor of the project, 
but upon advice of County Attorney 
George Batterton, who seekini; *o 
guard : the interests of the county, 
asked that he te given a little time to 
go over the franchise as prsssnlad to 
the court. 

According to Mr. Batterton there 
are no objectionable features other 
than a clause which would give the 
company the exclusive right along the 
county roads, and further that the 
franchise does not state upon which 
road the 6ipe lines 8faall|[enter the city. 
These, ho coutenHs. will be adjusted 
to meet the favor of the officials of 
the company as well as the court. TLe 
matter will come up for consideration 
at the May session of the coart. when 
with the proper concessions the fran- 
chise will be granted. i 

The Board of Trustees of the W. W. 
Massie Memorial Hospital were before 
the court and asked that uu annual ap- 
propriation of 16,000 be made to aid In 
sustaining the institution, but this 
matter, too, was deferred, rnd will 
come up today. At present the tax 
rate of 31 cents for the general fund 
is levied and under law cannot exceed 
50 cents. From this source the 
county obtains only a small revenue 
from the $1<).()00,000 worth of taxable 
property and the annual faupropriation 
of $6,000 would necessitate an extra 
levy to nieet the appropriation.

"Expulsion of a league is a serious 
thing, f*ot to be rfsorted to until every 
effort at an uaderstanding has been 
exhausted, and even then hardly to be 
excuaed until the offendipg member 
has committed an actual vieiation of 
the National Agreement. 
I "Whatever may be the violation of 
the understood principles of organized 
baseball bv the Blue Grass, it can not 
I be held that it has as vet violated the 
section of the National Agreement un- 
I der which Mr. Farrell bases his order 
! of expulsion. 

j '*Mr. Farrell's order reads: 'The! 
I officials of ilie Blue Grass League ! 
[having publicly and otticially |made i 
known their determination to violate I 
the National Agreemtnt this league 
has had its membership fee returned 
and its reserved players declared free 
agents. The National Association must 
abide by the provisions of Article 5. 
Section 3 of the National Agreement.' 

"The article referred to in the 
Agreement is to prohibit one league 
from entering the territory of another 
league, but it does not appear that the 
Blue Grass League has aa yet olaecd a 
club in Covington, within the Cincin- 
nati tenitory. Even the threat of vio- 
lation seems to have been continaent 
on a court ruling that would hold there 
eouUbe no saeb.'^rohibiUoii in any 
agreement. 

"Organized baseball eaa not sympa- 
thize with the Blue Grass League in 
taking ita dispute into the cHil court, 
but it doea not follow that organized 
baseball shall take the stand that the 
starting of a civil action is reason for 
the expulsion of.the offendinsr league.

Iron Bearing Planta. 

Experiments are under way at the 
agricultural bacteriological station In 
Vienna to increase the quantity of 
iron carried in certain ^anta, with a 

sys- 
tem when those plants are used as 
food. Artificially prepared foods con- 
taining Iron do not always produce 
the desired effect, because the iron 
is not completely aaatwllated. ThIa 
difficulty, it is thoncht, may be avoid- 
ed by cansing planta to take np an In- 
creased quantity of iron during their 
natural growth. By adding hydrate of 
Iron to the soil In which it waa grow- 
ing, the experimenters hare aoceeeded 
In prodnelttg apfaiach emitaining a per- 
centage of iron seven times as great 
as that found In ordinary spinach.

In Persia, in some of the interior 
parts, the women wear the strangest, 
oddest trouser garments. They seem 
to like them, too, from the fact that 
they cling to them in spite of all ef- 
forts to make them doa feminine atr 
tire. 

Then there are the Alpine dairy 
maids who dress as men when they 
go about their work and look pretty, 
if we are inclined to take evidence 
from the numbers of men who yearly 
persuade them to cast off their mas- 
culine dress and put on more cling- 
ing costumes. But then their eyes are 
80 bright and their cheeks so red that 
they couldn't really look homely in 
anything they might choose to wear. 

Again, far in the north, where it is 
freezing cold most of the time, and peo- 
ple dress to be comfortable and not 
to look pretty, the women are actual- 
ly forced into trousers to keep warm. 

Tbe ancient women warriors always 
wore trousers. But their reasons were 
half masculine in manner and appear- 
ance, and dressed to accentuate their 
Qualities. They had to mAke them- 
selves into fierce looking creatures to 
terrify the men on the opposing side, 
and from all acounts they succeeded 
admirably. 

As for the stronger sex; there still 
seem to be men in existence who 
wear women's garb and enjoy it. In 
certain parts of Greece, Spain, and 
Albania there are bands of desperato 
brigands who, when they are decked 
out for attacks on strangers or neigh- 
bors, look for all the world like grand I 
opera ballet girls, in their short. | 
brightly colored skirts, which r.ro | 
made very full, and sometimes even j 
ruffled a bit. They seem tremendous- ; 
ly proud of their attire, and rival 
bands strive to surpass each other ^n 
vividness of patterns and newness of 
styles.

AMONG LYMAN HOWES' TRAVELS 

Among the many characteriaties of 
life in Holland to be preeente'^ by 
Lyman U. Howe at the Paria Grand 
on Tharsday. April 10, .is that abov - 
ing what inveterate smokers; the Hol- 
landers are. It is fthe indulgence |in 
this habit, combined with the Upeculiar 
climate, that makes them the calmest, 
most deliberate and phlegmatic race 
on earth. 

Tobacco smoke is called their second 
breath and a cigar or pipe is in evi- 
dence with them so incessantly that 
it ia likeja sixth finger of their hand. 
So coiifinned is this habit, that many 
Dutchmen go to "sleep at night |with 
their pipes between their lips l&o they 
can find then; immediately on awaken- 
ing in the ^morning, and light them 
before rising. The ;boatmen— a type 
of which is presented ^in Mr. Howe's 
series— measure distances not by tbe 
number of miles from place to place 
but by so many pipee of tobacco 
smoked enroute. 

For these reasons it is perhaps nat- 
ural to expect that the world's champ- 
ion smoker was a Hollander. His 
name was Meinheer Van Klaes. He 
consumed on an average one hundred 
and fifty grams of tobacco every day, 
yet he lived to tbe pfiiM age ot - 98. 
His last will and teelanent waa ex- 
traordinary. After beqoeatiling hia 
worldly gooda to hia relatives, he di- 
rected how he should be buried as 
follows: "1 wish that all my friends 
who are smokers shall be esnecially in- 
vited to ray foneral. Each of them 
shall receive a package of tobacco and 
two pines, and they are requested to 
smoke uninterruptedly during the fu- 
neral oerenionies. Wy body shall be 
enclosed in ^^a cotfin lined with the 
wood of my old cigar boxes. Beside 
me in my casket shall be laid my fa- 
vorite mperschaum, a box of matches 
and a oackage of .tobacco. When 'my 
body isjowered into the grave every 
person present is requested to pass by 
and cast upon it the ashes from liis 
pipe." These touching requests were 
faithfully complied with. His friends 
attended in prodigous numbers, and at 
the funeral the smoke was so dense 
that a horn had to be blown to enable 
the moomen to find tbe door.
